WETASKIWIN. 


The time honored and congregational 
service of the Anglican Episcopal church, 
was inaugurated in Wetaskiwin on Dec. 
9th, in the west room attached to the new 
school house. It had not been very widely 
made known owing to the incompleteness 
of the furniture and sittings, which how- 
ever, is now remedied. A congregation of 
about 50in a township of less than 200 persons 
augurs well for the future of the church in a 
neighborhood where so many foreigners 
have settled. The Roman Catholics and 
Methodists have already erected their 
churches and a Presbyterian church has just 
been opened. Accommodation is provided 
in the Anglican service for 120. Arrange- 
ments are in progress for erecting a church 
in the spring of 1895. The rapid growth 
of the population around warrants the be- 
lief that all these churches will be needed 
and occupied. Mr. Smith kindly pvesided 
at the organ in the absence of Mrs. Lisle 
from illness, who had volunteered to do so. 
The preacher was the Rev. C. H. Andras 
M. A., Cambridge, lately appointed by the 
Bishop to the incumbency and mission cen- 
tre of Wetaskiwin, the subject, ‘‘ The effi- 
ciency of a church,” Mr. Andras was lately 
dean and professor in the western univer- 
sity, Ont., and resided as chaplain many 
years in Russia and is conversant with the 
French, German, Russian and Danish 
tongues, a necessary accomplishment in 
such a polyglot district.
